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Elise Swanson reported on the success of the San Pedro Chamber parade. She 
thanked the PBID for showing the movie Elf at the Warner Grand Theatre. 

Parker announced that the City of Los Angeles had passed a sidewalk repair 
ordinance. She also stated that she had attended an economic development meeting 
put on by CD 15. She added that Ryan Guthrie, the Courthouse representative from 
Holland Group Partners was in attendance and that he would begin having 
community meetings by next February. 

5. OLD BUSINESS 

5.1 Nominating Committee Update 

Parker reported that the nominating committee letter had gone out to the property 
owners and that the Nominating committee would approve the slate at the January 
2017 meeting. 

6. SECURITY REPORT 

Donte Breaux handed out the security report. Liz Johnson commended the security 
team on their great work. He added that they were there to assist or help them out 
with escorts to vehicles. 

He also reported that there was a robbery at Susie’s Candies and that surveillance 
had obtained photos of the suspect. 

He also reported that a man from outside the area had committed suicide by 
jumping off the scaffolding at the Centre Street Lofts.

7.2 Approval of BID Consortium Admin Fee

7.3 Trash Issue 

Parker thanked the Beacon House for having being a good partner for many years. 
They service the 93 trash receptacles and sweep the sidewalks. However, they would 
no longer be able to take the trash to their facility. Parker proposed a solution to 
have three trash bins throughout the District. 

8. Executive Director’s Report 

8.1 Update on Dia de los Muertos Event 

Parker reported that over 10,000 had attended the event and that it was a success. 

8.2 Update on CA Arts Council Grant World Stage Performances 
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Parker reported that she had received the contract from the City of Los Angeles for 
the grant. She expects that we will receive half the grant in December and the 
balance in February. 

8.3 BID Renewal Update - Property Owner Outreach Meetings Underway 

Parker reported that they had reached out to property owners to get their feedback 
on BID renewal.
